Babe 
Ruth, who died in Now 


YurK yesterday, was the greatest 
player in baseball history — OH of 
his 76 records slill standing al- 
though he had been out of the game 
since 1035. 


n He was most famous, of course. 
*?or his mark of CO home runs in a 


Keason; and indeed the circuit swat 
was the trade mark of his whole 
career. But he was also a pitcher, 
as flood a pitcher as there was in 
the 
American 
league — and 
u 
superb showman. 


Home run hitler, .great pitcher, 


natural showman for baseball's mil- 
lions — Ruth had all the elements 
you normally find divided between 
several stars. That's why he goes 
down in the book as the very great- 
est. 


Everyone remembers that limo 
01 in Chicago when the Yankees were 
playing the Cubs in the World Se- 
ries. The Babe was having' a ba;l 
day, and the Chicago kins were 
booing him. At bat, he pointed to 
a certain spot in the stands — and 
that's where he put. the nexl pitched 
ball. 
That was Ruth the show- 
m a n . . . . 


But I can go back a lot further. 


In 1910 while in Cleveland I saw 
Bab= Ruth pilch for the Boston 
Red Sox, and he was great 
In 


that same series the following- hap- 
_j:>cncd: 
'ft The Hcd Sox. capitalism; on their 
pitcher's great hilt'ing power, used 
him next day as an 
outfielder. 


Cleveland held a 3-run lead in the 
hall game right clown to the fir.st 
half of the ninth. Then Lee Foil!, 
the Cleveland manager, did some 
fancy .inggling of his pitching staff 
— suddenly the Red Sox had the 
bases full, and Babe Ruth came 
to bat. He hit a home run and wo a 
the ball game. 


Cleveland fired Fohl as manager, 


and at the end of that season the 
Yankees bought Ruth from Boston.
